T. 'P. Brooks, or as he would have it 
“Bud” gave a most rousing weleome 
to the visiting farmers and friends 
from all parts of the county, My, 
RN. G. Arnold, District avent and for- 
mer County agent for Coffee County 
took for his subject “Co-operation 


and Leadership,” THe made a very 
interesting and inspirational address, 
stressing the need for more men with 
a vision of higher and better things 


for the farmer of the South: Mr. 
Arnold gave a brief review of the 
origin of Experiment Station, Coun 
ty Agent work and = farm bureau 
organization and reviewed the pro 
gress of the Coffee County Farm 
Bureau stating that he was very 
proud of the progre the Coffee 
County Farm Bureau had made and 
that he had high hopes of Coffee 
County leading all other counties in 
co-operative work in the future be- 
cause of the fine co-operative spirit 
among farmer, banker, merchant and 
county officials.

He also praised very high- 
1, the work of the farm bureau, stat- 
ing that co-operative effort is the 
only hope of relief for the present 
farm problem, After Mr. Steagall’s 
ineech the meeting adjourned for the

After the barbecue the meeting re- 
assembled in the church at 1:15, at 
Which tipie the annual address by the 
President of Coffee County Farm 
Bureau, Dr. W. C. Braswell eleetri-
